(1)  “Refuse”  includes  farm-yard  rubbish,  cattle  dung, 

sweepings  and  other  waste  material; 

(2)  “Government”  means  the  State  Government; 

(3)  Village  means  a village  as  defined  and  recorded 
in  the  Land  Records  papers; 

(4)  Prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under 
this  Act.

o.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  law  for 
the  time  being  in  force,  every  head  of  the  family,  residing 
m a village  to  which  this  Act  applies,  shall  if  so  requird  by 
an  order  in  writing  of  the  Government  or  an  officer  authorised 
m this  behalf  by  the  Government  take  stepts;  —

5.  The  Collector  may,  on  his  own  motion  or  on  an  appli- 
cation of  the  party  aggrieved,  call  for  the  recoras  of  any  proceed- 
inffs  or  orders  under  section  4 and  may  cancel  or  mocii  y e 
orders  so  passed.  The  Collector  may  delegate  his  powers  under 
this  section  to  any  of  his  subordinate  officers.

6.  Subject  to  an  order  made  under  section  5,  the  order  pinality  of  the  order, 
passed  by  an  officer  under  section  4 shall  be  final. 

7.  All  sums  and  costs  recoverable  under  section  4 shall  Recovery  of  cost  a»

8.  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Government  power  to  make  rules. 
Gazette,  make  rules  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

9.  As  soon  as  this  Act  comes  into  force  “The  Madhya  Repeal. 

Bharat  Village  Refuse  (Conversion  into  Manure)  Ordinance, 

Samvat  20G755  shall  stand  repealed. 

Provided  that  all  actions  taken  and  orders  given  under 
the  said  Ordianace  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  taken  or 
given,  as  the  case  may  be,  under  this  Act.
